W ashington, 
Jan. 27.—Passage of 
the foreign debt refunding bill, to ­ 
day, In th e form advocated by tho 
adm inistration was predicted by Re­ 
publican leaders when the senate re­ 
sumed consideration of it. 
Attacks on the measue* were re­ 
newed by Republican and Democratic 
senators who are opposed to authority 
to handle the $11,000,000,000 foreign 
indebtedness to the United States be­ 
ing placed in a commission of five, 
headed by Secretary of the treasury, 
without congress 
having 
jurisdiction in the m atter. 
Other objections raised by them to 
the bill is its failure to provide for 
payments of interest within certain 
specified periods, and for 
an 
early 
liquidation of both principal and in­ 
terest by nations like France, which 
are engaged in m aintaining extensive 


and expensive 
m ilitary 
and 
naval 
arm am ents. 
Debate on 
the bill again involved 
the senate in a general discussion of 
the international situation and of its 
relation to the arm am ent conference 
and the League of Nations. 
Republican leaders 
expressed

term ination, however, to jam the bill 
through, and declared that,

first step in the adm inistration pm* 
gram to link the foreign debt with 
the soldiers’ bonus, they were con­ 
fident of its passage by a substantial 
majority of not only the senate but 
complete j of the house.

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U. S. TO DECLINE SEAT AT GENOA. 


President Harding and Secretary Hughes are agreed the 
United States will not accept, at this time, Europe’s invitation to 
participate in an economic conference at Genoa. 
It will be time enough, Administration leaders believe, for 
the United States to undertake further engagements later on in 
the year; for example, after Europe 
generally 
and 
France 
especially have taken the essential steps to so adjust 
their 
budgets as to give some assurance of trying to help themselves. 
The view attributed to the President is that it were better to 
I conclude the whole business of the Washington Conference before 
undertaking any new conference engagements. The White House 
holds ratification of the Hughes treaties as essential to a “proper 
conclusion’' of the arms parley. 
m 
After the Senate shall have given its approval to the work of 
America’s own conference, it will be time, the President was said 
to believe, to consider further commitments. 
There must be a material clearing of the European atmos­ 
phere before the Administration will send an American economic 
delegation across the Atlantic. 
Statements contained in the report of the Inter-American 
High Commission, written by Secretary Hoover, were regarded 
as a frank warning to France that she must recognize her own 
economic responsibilities; that she must reduce her armies an4 
balance her budgets. There is not the slightest doubt* among Re­ 
publican Senators that Mr. Hoover was sounding the first gun 
in the Harding Administration’s campaign to bring allied nations 
to their senses before expecting the United States to go 3000 
miles across the sea to lend an economic helping hand.

Few men who have entered public life in any land at any time) 
have left a record ot unselfish service comparable with that of 
James Bryce. 
America iii particular has lost her best friend 
outside the United States among the English-speaking peoples. 
No man has written a better book on our civil policy than “The 
American Commonwealth.” It is a book not superseded by later 
and longer works. When he came among us as Britain’s official 
representative he endeared himself to a degree no other emissary 
has approached, for, although he was candid and not truculent, he 
liked the Americans and made the liking plain. 
The versatility of Bryce’s interests was as phenomenal as his 
industry was prodigious. The amount he knew about the earth we 
[live in was amazing. Incessantly he asked questions—and hence 
eouid answer them. Whoever heard him speak in public was con­ 
scious at once of a high-mindedness that was never cold aloofness. 
His word was trusted. Men knew he had nothing to make from 
his espousal of a cause. He gathered the facts about the German 
invasion of Belgium and presented them irrefutably. He did the 
same thing for the hideous crimes perpetrated by the Turks upon 
helpless Armenia. 
Profound scholar that he was, he was first the humanist. He 
shed the light of a splendid intelligence and an enormous erudition 
on any subject he discussed. To the last days of “an old age 
serene and bright and lovely as a Lapland night” he never showed 
the senile garrulity of one who lives in a past time and finds 
nothing of today to praise; but in his mental operations he was 
eager and fresh and young. 
It is a noble figure that he presents for the admiration 
and the emulation of posterity. It was a life crammed .with ac­ 
complishment, stainless in probity,
